But even then the robbers may use a 
fal&e number plate, remo\ ing it as soon 
as possible. 


Police and detectives everywhere will 


have to make plans for veiy swift ac- 
tion to head off these criminals. 
In 


small cities and towns, it ought to be 
possible, within a few moments after 
such a break to notify garages and po- 
lice all along outlj ing roads to look 
out for a certain type of car with num- 
ber if possible. Liberal rewards should 
be offered for assistance.
